At mtofacock, 16 Hves were lost 
Two Italian families of 13 people lo.-t 
12 of their number by drowning. A 
number of bodie.i: (loaded In from across 
the bay but could not be identified 
Many refugees have been picked up 
here and taken to thf Jricfiuphard 
hotel, where they are being given 
every poe8i1)ie attention. Many of 
those refugees were suffering from in- 
juries and bad been In the water some 
time. Most of thorn flo.^ieii in on 
drift and rafts and one came a-shoro 
on a piano. One hundred ammunition 
boxes from Oamp Hsjwley were found 
near Hitchcock and • piledrlver from 
the HuniOncton wharf was driven in- 
land to within a few hundred yards of 
tlie town. The pr:iirie Is covered with 
iritt of all kinds, dead cattle, water 
traft of all slsee, buggies, wagone and 
siK-h like. Searching p:ir;i''s ha<l u]) 
to noon found a dozen bodies in ilail H 
bayou and buried them and the wark 
was not half completed. The railroad 
track from Hitchcock to Virginia 
Point has been wa.^hed away from the 
roadbed and is impa.ssable. 

News from the coast along the Gulf 
and Interstate railroad between Sabine 
and Boltver Indicates that no one was 
killed in tiiat region. There are no 
houses left standing at Patton. BoU- 
ver Is reported to be swept from the 
face of the earth witb only a tew of 
Its Inhabitants left. 

At Quintana, the port .nt the mouui 
of the Brazos river, there are n;>t 
more than 12 houses left No one wa^- 
killed, but a number of persons were 
injured and everybody is in need of 
food, clothing and many require me li- 
oai attention. Two big l>oaU were 
driven inland aiboat • mile. 

Women Save a Hotel. 
At Surfside, a summer resort opiw- 
site Quintana, tlure were 75 persons 
in the hotel. The water was about it 
and the danger was from the heavy 
logs floating from above. Only a few 
men work in the villa, so a number of 
women went into the water to their 
waists aind as^ated in keeping the 
logs away frotc the hotel and no one 
was lost. 

At Belleville every house in tlie 
place was damaged and several of 
them were demoltohed, Including two 
churches. One girl was killed. 

Not a house is left at Patterson In a 
habitable condition. Oue person wdi' 
killed there. 

On Steele's planatation near Hemp 
stead, all the convict buildings, ten 
ant houses and shops wi re destroycil 
The convicts were released on parole, 
and all but four have returned. Two 
of these were re-captured and the 
others may ibe dead. 

The Stjue and liuihinui jilanti- 
ttons were swept clear of buiidags, biii 
every one escaped, though a number 
were injured. 

On the Anix plantation every one 
is gone. 

Other plantations have suffered 
nearly as mneh, but oo loss of iits is 

reported. 

At Wall^^r, the destruction is com- 
plete, but no one was killed. 

At Prairieview the normal school 
was badly damaged but no one was 
killed. There were a hundred students 
and nearly as many atendants in the 
buildings. 

At Wlutrton an immense amount of 
damage was done. In the country 
about the town all the crops were laid 
waste. Thirteen negroes reported kill- 
ed on various plantations In Wharton 
and M«tagorda couuties. In Mata- 
gorda county only two houses wore 
left standing. 

The little town of Miasourl City was 
practically wiped out. While no one 
was killed outright, there (s a large 
list o( injtvred and n ls~sald that some 
at tbsss are fatally hurt. 

Crops Destroyed. 

At Sartatlta the Bills sugar planta- 
tion i^ a ruin. Thousands of acres of 
eane and cotton are said to be nearly 
without value. The big sug.ir house 
is damaged to the amount of several 
thousand dollars. The tenant houses 
are down and the damage outside of 
the crops Is estimated at >80,000. 

There are five houses left standing 
on the Qgrdon plantation at Harlem. 
The cotton fields arc stripped dean. 

Ki. liinoml is reporti^i to have been 
nearly wrw;k&d. Eighteen persons are 
repotted killed, most of them negroes, 
in the country immediately about the 
town and for 26 miles from the town 
there is not a house standing on the 

Jrairie. Most of the dead so far lo-

Siipnr mills, cme slieds, 
stock (»L<da, convict barrack.s, plant t- 
tlon Quarters and every thing else in 
the way of improvements were either 
totally dFstroypd or rendereil iiseli's- 
and uninli i!iit ilde. ,\11 < r()!)s weie 
ruined and many head of Rto;:k killed. 
On -the plantation flying debris lnjure<] 
several people. There are 60 er>nviets 
quirtered on the plantation and they 
worked heroic lily for the protection 
of life and property. 

Two boarding cars were blown out 
on the main line and whirled along 
by the wind l(i miles to Sandy Point, 
where they cfdiided with a nuniln-r of 
Other boarding cars, killing two ^d 
injuring 18 oocupants. 

A dead child, the destruction of all 
houses, except one, and the des.titu- 
Uon of some ;;o f iniilies is the record 
Of work of the hurricane at Arcadia. 

From 60 other towns come reports 
that buiidingB were wrecked or de- 
molished. Most of them have Injured 
people in them, but no dead are re- 
ported. Thero are evidently few 
churches In the hurricane district that 
are left in condition to be used with 
any degree of safetv.

The miners 
there say that the executive board at 
Indianapolis played into the hand.s of 
the operators, unwittingly, but never- 
tlieli\<s very effe<-tivciy. if the strike 
had been declared Saturday night as 
expected 96 per cent of the men em- 
ployed In the mines at Plymouth and 
vicinity would have laid down their 
tools at once. 

At Plains, Par.=:on8, Sugar Notch and 
other towns in the valley the miners 
appear to be perfectly satisfied with 
the turn in affairs and it would be a 
somewhat diflicult matter to ur-u.-ic 
their cathusiasm to the striking point 
again. 

In the meantime the operators are 
doing nothing but mining coal. Every 
colliery is being worked to its fullest 
capacity and more coal is being mined 
than at any Ume in the history of 
the valley.

He was a 
generous contributor to institutions of 
science, and a judicious and discrimi- 
nating patron of the fine arts. The cel- 
ebrated merchant, .\. T. Stewart, was a 
tine classical scholar and at one time a 
teacher himself. The pre-eminent sue 
cess of Jay Gould was largely due to his 
thorough scholastic training. If he made 
an ill-use of high gifts it was because the 
training was defective on the moral side. 
He is the (treatest man who, other things 
beini; ecinal, thrives by "honest arts." 
If Mr. liuQtiogton or Mr. Gould felt that 
a man is handicapped in bnainess by 
lin)i,-<' iii.-iiiiirh, it is certain that in the se- 
lection of their subordinates tbey were 
very careful not to be handicapped by 
di^honcM men. But, after all, the exist- 
ence of splendid and flourishing collegi- 
ate institutiona in every Amerloaa oom- 
monwealth Is the cnncliisive answer to 
the seekers of notoriety who would decry 
the advantages of • oollagiate education. 
The training is theeaeentlal thing. The 
"degree" is merely the Stamp on the fin- 
iahed product

are nearly ruined in the Western Section, 
where 9lock water, also, is becoming 
scarce. 

In the Kistern Section • good OlOp of 
millet has been saved.
